The attitude of the Mexican Government 
toward the Government of the United States 
is that of the most open friendship, and 
the attitude of the latter in: the difficulties 
through which the republic has passed has 
been most cordial. . 

The difficulties eninge, = which the Re- 
public of Mexico has en passing were 
not of really great importance and have 
been overcome. There has been no great 
political principle involved and there has 
been no notable leader as their sponsor. 

For all of these reasons my Government 
is sufficiently strong to give complete pro- 
tection to all of the interests.

Clever Thieves Have Taken $7,000 
Worth Within a Week.

PALM BEACH, Fla., Feb. 15.—That a 
thief or thieves are working systematical- 
ly among the villas along Lake Worth 
is just becoming known with the informa- 
tion that three robberies have been com- 
mitted. within~the week. -Jewels ‘valued 
at about $7,000 have been taken, and 
as yet there is scarcely a elue for the 
detectives. They have a theory, however, 
that the robbery jis chiefly the work of 
@ man who as an observer or participant 
in social affairs has had a chance to 
study the field and conduct himself in 
a free and easy manner that has de- 
fied detection. 

Most of the jewels missing were taken 
Monday night from the home of John 
Birkholz, a Minneapolis banker, while 
the family was in the music room after 
dinner. A few hundred feet north the 
urglar or burglars entered the villa of 
ohn E. Liggett of Augusta, Me, but 
were frightened off before they had an 
to go far. They took three scarfpins; 
valued at about $500. Entering the sec- 
ond story of the residence of William 
. Freeman of Cincinnati, the thieves 
took jewels of about the same value. 
belonging to Miss Patricia Albert of 
Philadelphia, a house guest. These thefts 
and that of.a gold cigarette case, the 
property of John Shepard, Jr., of Bos- 
ton, complete the losses of the week. 
Mrs. L, Verne Armstrong of New York, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Birkholz, dis- 
covered the robbery there. Her mother

Tammany Leader Likely to be 
‘Questioned Before the 
Grand Jury. 


McLAUGHLIN NOT EXAMINE 


Whitman Believes He Will Tell All 
He Knows—Towns Insists There’s 
No Pardon Plea Before Dix. 


It was said yesterday that Charles F, 
Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall, is to 
be called as a witness before the Grand 
Jury that is inguiring into the case of 
Foulke E. Brandt, now serving a thirty- 
year sentence for burglary committed at 
the house of Mortimer L. Schiff. 

District Attorney Whitman was asked 
if Mr. Murphy| was to. be called. He 
manifested some\surprise and hesitated a 
little before he said that he could not 
discuss that subject. 

Then Mr. Whitman was asked again if 
Mr. Murphy would be questioned before 
the Grand Jury, and when this qutestion- 
ing would occur. Again he hesitated, but 
finally he said: 

“I cannot discuss such a niatter at this 
time, You must really excuse me.” 

Mr. Whitmin asserted again yesterday 
his intention to thrash out the whole case, 
no matter where the trails may léad. He 
believes that politics is involved in the 
case, and Says so. 

De Lancey Nicoll, counsel for Mortimer 
L, Schiff's attorney, Howard 8. Gans, 
has taken up the cudgels for his client 
in vigorous fashion. He went to Mr. 
Whitman's office yesterday, and re- 
mained there for an hour. When he came 
out one of the reporters asked him about 
Mr. Gans's part in the case. Mr: Nicoll, 
flushed angrily, and then snapped: 

** You newspaper men. have constituted 
yourselves a jury -in this oase.”’ 

Then he hurried away. 


Brandt Questioned by Whitman. 


Brandt was taken from the Tombs early 
in the afternoon to Mr. Whitmian’s office, 
where he remained for forty-five minutes. 
Part of this time was devoted to finding 
out just what status certain lawyers have 
in the case. Mr, Whitman said that this 
Was necessary, in, order to know which 
set of lawyers he should recognize. 

Brandt finally decided in favor of Mira- 
beau L. Towns, Robert M. Moore, and 
Assemblyman Vert of Plattsburg. . Brandt 
said he was much obliged to the other 
lawyers who had helped him, but that 
really he could not be expected to have 
all of them mixed up in the case. 

* This question disposed of, Mr. Whitman 
talked to Brandt about the letters that 

in. -his.room. when. he was. arrested 
n the office of Mr. Schiff. These letters 
were taken away by Detectives Taylor 
and Wooldridge and cannot be traced. 
Mr. Whitman is sure that they have been 
destroyed or are in the possession of some 
person not connected with any public 
office. In any event, he is sure that he 
will never get hold of them, and is-trying 
to learn whom these letters were from, 
how many there were, and what they 
were about. 

It is charged that Brandt wrote one 
letter to a member of Mr. Schiff’s house- 
hold that was of such a character that its 
mere exhibition was sufficient to make 
even those persons most anxious to help 
turh away ‘from him, This particular 
epistle was shown to a number of persons 
in this city, and to at least two officials 
in Al ay 

Mr. Whitman wants to know whether 
Brandt wrote this letter, why he wrote it, 
and, if he did not write it, who the au- 
thor is. Among: the many tales that have 
cropped up about this case is one con- 
cerning forgeries, executed for the alleged 
purpose of preventing the exercise of 
Executive clemency for the prisoner. Mr. 
Whitman would not talk about the result 
of his examination of the prisoner. 


Prisoner Demands His Property. 


Brandt later went the following letter 
to Police Headquarters, after consultation 
wih his counsel: 

Tombs Prison, Feb. 15, 1912. 

The Hon. Rhinelander Waldo, Police Com- 

missioner, and one Milton Schiff, claim- 
ant of property taken from my room 
in 1907. 

Gentlemen: I hereby make formal demand 
for the return to me of certain property 
taken from my room at the time of my 
arrest in 1907, when the police went to my 
agen and made a search of my belong- 
ngs. 

This property consisted of certain articles 
and in particular of three certain letters 
which at this time are of vast importance 
to my defense. These things were my 
property, to which no person other than 
myself had any right or title, and I re- 
quest that the Police Commissioner sur- 
render my belongings to me or to my 
counsel or take such steps as may be nec- 
essary to cause any person who may have 
taken my property to return it forthwith: 
Respectfully, FOULKE E, BRANDT. 
Former Police Inspector McLaughlin 

spent an anxious half hour in Mr. Whit- 
man’s Office. He kept carefully away 
from the process servers unti] he had se- 
cured from the District Attorney a prom- 
Ise that if he consented to be served and 
should appear before the Grand Jury he 
would be immune from any legal proceed- 
ings in the future. This promise was 
given and McLaughiin appeared. 


Thinks McLaughlin Will Tell All. 


After his talk with Mr. Whitman the 
statement was made that McLaughlin 
seemed disposed to be very frank, and 
that doubtléss he would tell everything he 
he knew about the manufacture of the 
record giving to Brandt a bad character. 
It was said that McLaughlin has a very 
clear recollection of the matter. 

Mr. hitman wants McLaughlin to tell 
how many interviews he had with Mr. 
Gans before he received the letter sug- 
gesting ways of getting the record 
about Brandt. McLaughlin and Gang 
knew each other very well. Mr. Gans, as 
an Assistant District Attorney, came into 
yoqeent contact with the members of the 
Police Department. The terms of any 
contract that might heve been made be- 
tween them is what Mr. itman is after. 

If he rightly understands the present 
attitude of McLaughlin he will get what 
he wants, but he may not get it by an 
inquiry before a Grand Jury. Mr. Whit- 
man says that McLaughlin may be called 
before the jury to-day or his examination 
may be delayed for several days. 


Schiff and Gans Want to Testify. 

Mr. Schiff and Mr. Gans are also 
anxious to go before the Grand Jury. Mr. 
Schiff may be allowéd to do so, but it was 
said that this privilege will not be accord- 
ed to Mr. Gans unless he first waives the 
immunity clause that might bar legal 
action. Mr. Nicol sought to get his client 
before this tribunal without any condi- 
tions.

SLASH A $50,000 PICTURE 


Family Silver ts Taken Away from 
the House, Which Was Uninhab- 
ited Except by a Watchman:

PARIS, Feb. 15.—The Chateau de 
Ferriéres, which was the home of the 
late Baroness Alphonse de Rothschild, 
has been entered by burglars, and val- 
uables worth $70,000 have been stolen. 

The chateau is at present uninhabited 
and under the care of a watchman. 
Early yesterday morning the watchman 
noticed one of the doors on the ground 
floor was burst in, and the room within 
was in the wildest disorder. He ran to 
fetch the steward. 

The agent found everything in con- 
fusion. 

Broken furniture lay about in all dl- 
rections. . 

The grand salon known as the “ Salle 
des Princes” and hung with valuable 
pictures, had been devastated. One 
picture, stated to be worth $50,000, was 
practically cut to tatters. It had been 
slashed with a knife in ten different 
places. The valuable furniture in the 
salon had been ruthlessly damaged by 
the vandals. 

The only objects, apparently, carried 
off were the family silver, which was 
kept in a separate apartment, in the 
Lwafe which ‘was. burst--open,. In -the 
pantry were the remnants of @ hearty 
meal, with empty bottles which had 
contained samples of the fine vintages 
stored in the cellars of the castle. Abso- 
lute reticence has been maintained on 
the subject of the robbery. All” ap- 
proaches\to the chateau grounds are 
forbidden to any except those employed 
on the estate. The Police Magistrates 
at Meaux have the matter in hand, It

GERMANS COOL TO BRITISH. 


But the Chancellor Makes a Cordial 
Statement on Haldane’s trip. — 


BERLIN, Feb. 15.—Dr. von Bethmann- 
Holiweg, the Imperial Chancellor, spoke 
to-day in the Reichstag on the question of 
Germany’s relations with Great Britain. 


He said: 

** Viscount Haldane, without binding the 
British Government, but still at the in- 
stance of. the British Cabinet, discussed 
with us the points at which the interests 
of both countries come into contact. 

"The object of the British Secretary for 
‘War and of the German Government was 
to find a basis on which the mutual rela- 
tions of the two countries could be im- 
proved. 

“ These confidential conversations, 
which were heartily welcomed by us, have 
been exhaustive and frank, and will be 
continued.’ 

The Imperial Chancellor added that he 
haped that the House would not ask for 
further announcements at the present 
moment. His speech was heartily and 
sperely applauded. Nevertheless, the 

itterness toward Great Britain evoked by 
last Summer’s events have not yet passed 
away. The rereteorer- in the Reichstag 
to-day to Lord Haldane’s mission were 
unmistakably cool, except on the part of 
the Socialists, who warmly favor better 
relations between Germany and Great 
Britain. 

After the Chancellor’s statement spokes- 
men for the Conservative Centre and the 
National Liberals, while declaring that 
they would welcome a rapprochement, 
recommended very reserved action, The 
National Liberal speaker said: 

‘We all will support the peace efforts 
as heretofore, but the chief assistance 
Lmust come from the English.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. -15.—Major Gen. 
Fred C, Ainsworth, Adjutant General of 
the army, was relieved from duty to-day 
under charges by the Secretary of War 


ficer and gentleman, and by order of 
President Taft. This step means that 
Gen. Ainsworth is to be tried by court- 
martial and is now theoretically under 
arrest for insubordination. 

The official action by which the Adju- 
tant General was relieved from:duty came 
in a letter to him from: the Secretary of 
War, delivered at Gen. Ainsworth’s desk 
at noon. The veteran master of“ paper 
work” read the letter just as he would‘ 
read any other communication céming to 
him in due course through military chan- 
nels, not a line or muscle of his tight 
face revealing for the least instant what 
was going on his mind, He. continued 
his duties, closed up several matters in 
which he was engaged, and then with- 
drew to his inner office, where he tele- 
phoned to his coachman to come for him 
with the light road wagon’ which has been 
a@ familiar sight at the north door of the 
War Department for many years at the 
close of the official day. When the 
wagon came one of the colored messen- 
gers at the door of the office was di- 
rected to take a small wooden dispatch 
box out and put it in the wagon, and at 1 
o'clock Gen. Ainsworth left his office, per- 
haps for the last time. 


Capitol Startled by News. 


The announcement that Major Gen. 
Ainsworth had been relieved from duty 
under charges fell like a bombshell at 
the Capitol and created a tremendous sen- 
sation. This was especially true at. the 
House wing, where the Army Appropria- 
tion bill has been under debate the past 
two weeks, with the Hay legislative fea- 
tures which Major Gen. Ainsworth has 
advocated. Mujor Gen. Wood, with the 
General Staff and Secretary Stimson have 
been strongly opposed to the Hay mil- 
itary reforms, particularly the five-year 
enlistment plan. 

The removal of Gen. Ainsworth would 
have been a stunning blow to the House 
Democrats, and many of the Republicans, 
in gh: wit ne premiaer wan 
occurred on the floor.of the House coin- 
cidental with the announcement éfisi-" 
fied the feeli and broadened the sen-: 
sation almost into party aeeuie: Repro- 
sentative Richmon 4 obson of Ala- 
bama, who sunk the Merrimac off San- 
tlago, and author of the scheme for a 
Council of National Defense, projected the 
Ainsworth affair into the army debate 
after a fashion that greatly aroused his 
Democratic colleagues. 

After denouncing -the Hay army re- 
forms and characterizing them as un- 
precedented and stupendous, and as a 
** disruptive legislative proposition "* with- 
out parallel in the history of the vern- 
cman, Mr. Hobson charged that there 
was a conspiracy between Gen. Ainsworth 
and the Democrats of the Military Com- 
mittee to obtain the Hay army legisia- 
tion. He charged that the information 
euplled to the Military Committee was 
misleading, and that it emanated from 
Gen. Ainsworth, “ who expected in return 
for his services to be made a Lieutenant

The Colonel Attended the Archi- 
tects’ Dinner on.Condition That 
Reporters Should Be Excluded. 


AND DIDN'T TALK POLITICS 


Topics of Public Interest Discussed 
by Other Speakers Were Inciden-~ 
tally\ Held Tight’ Within Walls. 


Col, Theodore Roosevelt was the guest 
of honor and principal speaker at the an- 
nual dinner-of the American Institute of 
Architects at the Plaza last night, and, 
although topics of public interest, such as 
civic improvements, tenement house re- 
forms and the hew courthouse were dis- 
cussed by Controller Prendergast, Ten- 
ement House Commissioner Murphy, Wal- 
ter Cook, President of the institute, and 
C, Grant La Farge, sometime architect for 
St. John’s Cathedral, not a newspaper rep- 
resentative was allowed within the walls of 
the Italian garden. Evarts Tracy, Chair- 
man of the Dinner Committee, in answer to 
inquiries and urgent requests, replied that 





tion of the architects on the condition 
that there be no newspaper ‘reporters 
present. An assistant manager and a 
corps of the Plaza’s strongest waiters 
were there to see thet the Colonel’s wish 
Was respected. 

Col, Roosevelt came in late to the din- 
her and about sn hour after the 
other diners. He was the first speak- 
er called by Mr. La Farge, and he 
spoke about forty-five minutes. There 
were assurances from many men who 
heard him speak that he did not <liscuss 
politics. He was interrupted several 
times by.applause, which the curtained 

doors of the Italian garden roon» 
graciously allowed to penetrate. through 
to those in the halls outside. 

Col. Roosevelt seems to have made Lis 
forty-five-minute talk on a subject which 
might be put as ‘‘The Relation of the 
Architect to Civic Development.” 

It must be taken on the authority of 
the architects themselves that Col. Roose- 
velt. thinks they are one 6f the -mogt 
valuable professions in the world and 
next to the medical profession, the one 
on which the public is most dependent 
fot its well-being. It may also be stated 
on the authority of the architects that 
Col. Roosevelt thinks that they are the 
one profession which more than any other 
works for the joy of working. t was 
said that Col. Roosevelt told them that 
he had found in his experience in public 
life that architects are the least self- 
interested of all men. All through the 
country, he said, people are coming to 
realize ®hat if they want real~civic im- 
provement they should go to the pro- 
fession that has studied the problems of 
city planning and architecture. In the 
Middle West and in the Far West, Col 
RooseVeH found that many of the little 
towns that.a few years ago would not 
think of retaining architects. for their 
civic improvement are now turning to 
them. This he considered a very im- 
portant impressive advancement. 

Col. Roosevelt left the Plaza by the 
Fifty-eighth Street door and was not seen 
by anyone. It was not known that he 
was to attcnd the dinner. He came alone 
and departed aione. 

Col. Recesevelt may have made some 
reference tn his speech to the administra- 
tion of justice in the courts. One of the 
men at the dinner put it this way: _‘‘ Col. 
Roosevelt xept making references to and 
criticism. of the way justice is admin- 
istered in this ccuntry. His remarks re- 
turned to that again and again.” 

Bhe question was asked as to the con- 
nection in which these criticisms were 
made and what bearing the administra- 
tion of justice had an architecture. But 
there. was no: satisfactory answer to the 
question. The reply was: - ‘“‘ Well, he 
just seemed to have that- subject in 
mind.” 

Controller Prendergast spoke of the ne- 
gotiations for the Court House: site.. He 
thanked the American Institute of Archi- 
tects for their co-operation. He said that 
the ‘site they had finally decided on was 
the best bargain the city could possibly 
have made.

ROOSEVELT AND LOEB DENY 


That the Latter Will Run the Former’s 
Campaign for President. \ 


It was quiter at The Outlook office yes- 
terday. Col. Roosevelt was busy putting 
the finishing touches on his address to be 
delivered at Columbus, Ohio, on Wednes- 
day, in which he is expected to make 
plain his present beliefs. He was in con- 
ference with several visitors, amhong them 
Senator Clapp of Minnesota and George 
L. Record, progressive Republican, of 
Jersey City, former La Follette support- 
ers. Like Gov. Johnson and the others 
who conferred with the Colonel on 
Wednesday, they went away satisfied 
that the Colonel will accept. 

Senator Clapp and Mr. Record left The 
Outlook office late in the morning, and 
the Senator started at once for Washing- 
ton, D. C., where he will take an active 
part in the Roosevelt poom. Mr. Retord 
accompanied him to the Pennsylvania 
station, and then hurried away to his of- 
fices in Jersey City. gy A after 2 
.o’clock he returned again to this city and 
went into conference with Amos Pinchot. 

It was-learned after Mr. Record’s visit 
at The Outlook office that the’ Roosevelt 
boom in New Jersey will go on with re- 
newed vigor and that his supporters in 
that State are confident of electing a large 
number of delegates for the Colonel. 

Col. Roosevelt ‘himself refused to-com- 
ment. on his conferences, but when asked 
about a. published report that William 
Loeb, Jr., Collector of the Port, wag to 
manage his campaign, he replied: 

‘* Ridiculous, nonsense.”’ 

Mr. Loeb also made a flat denial. 

“There is just about.as much founda- 
tion for the report that I am going to run 
Col. Roosevelt's camp: as there was 
for the recent report that I was to man- 
age the Taft campaign,”” he said. “‘I am 
attending strictly to gn 4 own business. 
There isn’t anything in either story, noth- 
ing at all.” 

Mr. Loeb was asked if he had been ap- 
proached by some. of Col. Roosevelt's 
friends, and replied that he had not. , 

Efforts to get Col. Roosevelt to ‘cam- 
ment on another report that William L. 
Ward, Republican National Committee- 
man from New York State, might soon 
some.out for him were unsuccessful. He 
spent but half the day at his office, at- 
tending in the afternoon the benefit per- 
formance for the Legal Aid Society at 
the Metropolitan Opera House, The Colo- 
nel did not return to his office, but will 
be there for a time this morning. In the 
afternoon he will go to Oyster Bay and 
will remain at Sagamore Hill until Mon- 
day or Tuesday.

All the known facts in the case 
indicate that-the robbery had been most 
carefully planned and that the only 
chance of a failure would have been the 
unexpected appearance of a policeman Or 
the changing of the route by the messen- 
gers, neither of which things happened. 


Had Noted Messenger’s Route. 
It-was 10:35.A. M., according: to the po- 
lice, -when'the messengers left the East 


River National Bank. One of the messen- 
gers was Wilbur F. Smith of 901 Sterling 
Place, Brooklyn, who is sixty-one years 
old and has more than thirty-five years 
of honorable service to his credit as an 
employe of the bank. With Smith went 
Frank Worrell, a lad of 16, who graduated 
from high school a few months ago and 
who lives with nis parents at Vreeland 
and Seventeenth Avenues, Paterson, N. J. 
The taxicab was driven by Gino Mantani 
of 147 West Fourth Street, an Italian, who 
owns several taxicabs and who has an 
excellent reputation. For more than a 
gn the East River National has been 

iring Mantani’s taxicabs for money 
transfer purposes. 

Before the Equitable fire the route of 
the messengers was straight down Broad- 
way to the Produce Exchange Bank. Aft- 
er the fire, however, the: police required 
automobiles and other conveyances to 
leave Broadway at Fulton or Cortlandt 
Street and cross down to Church Street 
and proceed to Rector or Morris Street, 
where they were permitted to switch 
back into Broadway. Recently this rule 
was discontinued, but for some reason or 
other the bank messengers from the Dast 
River National do not seem to have 
known that Broadway was again open 
for vehicular traffic in front of the 
Equitable. 

So it was that Smith told Mantani to 
follow the Broadway side street route. 
At 10:45 A. M. the taxicab arrived at the 
Produce Exchange Bank and the messen- 
gers went in and soon returned with the 
brown bag full of money. The money, it 
was said, was in two packages, one con- 
taining five and the other ten dollar bills. 
The bag containing the money was placed 
on the drop seat and the messengers 
seated themselves in the regular passen- 
ger seat in the rear. 

Mantani drove the car up Broadway to 
either Exchange Place or Morris Street— 
he says he does not now recollect which— 
and turned west through one of those. 
streets to Church Street and thence north 
in the latter street. Near the Rector Street 
Station of the Sixth Avenue elevated sys- 
tem, and almost opposite Edgar Street, 
the shortest street in all New York, the 
robbers met them. Witnesses say that 
there were five in the gang, but Mantani 
and the messengers can account’for only 
three. 

One of the men, who is described as 
dark-haired, with a black mustache, and 
who weighed about 160 pounds, jumped 
up’ on the seat beside Mantani. Mantani 
says he placed thé muzzle of a pistel 
against his stomach and told him an out- 
ery meant a bullet in his stomach. 

At the same moment two other men 
one approaching from either side, jumped 
on the running boards of the machine, 
and, quickly opening the doors, -forced 
themselves. into the car. A _ terrible 
struggle followed, in which the robbers 
had all the best of it. Neither messenger 
was armed, while both the intruders 
earried blackjacks. The aged messenger, 
Mr, Smith, was struck at least half a 
dozen times, and each blow left a wound 
on some part of his head. 

The boy received several blows, 
worst of which were at the base of his 
skull. That they escaped without frac- 
tured skulls the doctors say is a remark- 
able circumstance. When the taxicab was 
taken in hand by the police, following the 
escape of the robbers, the windows and 
the rug in the bottom of the taxicab were 
covered with blood.

ROB JEWELER IN HIS SHOP. 


Cover Proprietor with Revolvers and 
Knock Clerk Unconscious. 


Into the jewetry store of Louis Price, 
1,708 Broadway, Williamsburg, walked 
two young men about 8 o'clock last night. 
Price hai been alone in the store before 


‘they entered, and he stepped forward, 
bending over ,the counter to greet. them. 


| At the same instant each of the young 


men, whose faces were concealed some- 
what by the peaks of large golf caps 
whick they had puiled over their eyes, 
drew a revolver from his pocket and pre- 
sented it at Price. 

“Back up against th showcase be- 
hind vou” ordered one! of the youths. 
“Be quick about it, too. If you open 
your mouth, I'll blow your head off. 

Though crowds were passing in front 
of the store, which is in a tiveiy. section 
of Broadway, none of those on the out- 
side uld see the guns the young _ men 
held,‘ their view being obstructed by 
Price’s window decorations. The jeweler 
obeyed the order instantly and was 
pressed with hands raised above his head 
against the showcave in the rear of his 
counter, when Wiltam J. Scharen, a 
clerk employed by Price, stepped into the 
store from a living room in the rear. He 
had heard the door open. 

One of the youths swung around until 
he faced Scharen and pointed his revolver 
at the clerk, cautioning him at the same 
time to raise nis hands and join his ein- 
ployer against the wall. Scarcely had the 
youth spoken,. however; than Scharen 
jumped for him and swung his’ fist 
aguinst the robber’s .jaw. The .man_ re- 
coiled, but swiftly shifted his revolver 
from his right hand to his left and then 
jerked a blackjack from his coat cket, 
He swung it heavily down on Scharen’s 
head and the young man dropped sense- 
less to the floor. 

The robber wasted no more time on the 
clerk than sufficed to satisfy him that he 
was unconscious. Then, while his part- 
ner kept his weapon pointed at Price, 
Scharen’s assailant stépped behind the 
counter and, opening a showcase, \swept 
the contents of a tray into his pocket. 
The loot included many rings and car- 
rings set with diamonds, and was worth, 
Price said later, about $500. ; 

The jeweler was forced to watch. the 
men back to the door of his shop, still 
covering him with their revolvers, end 
then slip into the street, closing the door 
behind them. The weapons gone, Price 
regained his courage and rushei to the 
door. An instant later he was in the mid- 
dle of the sidewalk, calling for the police 
and yelling that he had been robbed. ”

‘SAFE-BLOWING NOVICES’ JOB. 


In an attempt to loot the bank and 
ticket offices of Giovanni Maccarone, at 
267 Elizabeth Street, early yesterday 
morning amateur y meh overcharged 
the holes they had drilled in the big safe 
and the noise of thes heavy explosion 
awakened the entire neighborhood. 

* The charge used was so heavy that it 
attracted the attention of the police and 
blew the massive steel doors, of the sate 
from their hinges. The piate‘gilass win- 
dow in front of the. bank was shattered, 
as well as the glass els of the door 
and the transom. Had the nitro-glycerin 
used as an explosive pveen closely packed, 
the police say that the entire buildin 
would have been wrecked. The. noise o 
the explosion frightened the burglars, 
who made their escape with o y $0 in 
foreign postage stamps as a reward for 
their labor. The sum of $2,314 in Amer- 
ican bills of small denomination, which 
was contained in the safe, was not taken. 

The police reached the building a few 
minutes after the explosion. Many finger 
prints: were found on the .doors of the 
safe, and it was at: first ho that these 
would furnish a clue to the identity of 
the burglars. This hope was frustrated 
when the amateur nature of the break 
was established and when it became evi- 
dent: that the finger prints were so oon 
fused from constant handling of -the 
steel doors that.no distinctive imprint 
could be obtained. 


The inner door of the safe was ripped to} 


pieces by the explosive, and the outer one 
was blown from its. hinges and hurled 
against the plaster wall. The building 
in which the bank is situated, is a five- 
story tenemént, with the bank and an 
Ttalian restaurant on the ground floor. 
On the north side is a‘ restaurant con- 
ducted by M. Trentacoste, which is sep- 
arated from the bank by the main hail- 
way. It was from the rear of this hall- 
way that. the safe blowers obtained an 
enrtance to the building. 

When the explosion shook the houss, 
shortly before 3. o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, the twenty families who are tenants 
were thrown into‘a panic. More than two 
dozen: scantily-clad men, women, and 
children rushed into the street. The po- 
lice have standing. ordefs-tu Keep close 
watch upon the bank, and, as a result, it 
has been closely. guarded. Shortly after 
2 o’clock yesterday morning Patrolman 
Crowell passed the building, and saw that 
all was well. There was a red light burn- 
ing in front of the safe, and, after. assur- 
ing himself that the bank door. was 
locked, he passed on, «

PASSENGERS TELL OF CRASH. 


Two. Menibers of Congress Among 
Those Who Escaped’ Unhurt, 


HARRISBURG; Penn., Feb. 15.—A train 
tearing some of the passengers who es- 
caped unhurt or with minor injuries from 
the wreck at Warrior's Ridge passed 
through here late this afternoon. Among 
them were Congressman Mondell of Wy- 
oming and Congressman Sloane of Ne- 
braska. They were in the rear car, and 
were thrown from their seats, but were 
not injured. They proceeded to Wash- 
ington. 

Mrs. Yates, sister of Dr. John Finney 
of Baltimore, is in thé Huntingdon Hos- 
pital. A special train was sent to convey 
her to Baltimore. Mrs. Gertrude Fleisher 
of Arizona and Nathan Epstein of Fort 
Worth, -Texas, en route to New York, 
said their car turned over three times. 
They crawled through a window to safety. 
Hamlin, Colorado Springs, a nephew 
of Senator Clark of Wyoming, was one of 
those who was slightly injured, but con- 
tinued on his way. He was_ huried 
over several seats. Congressman Mondell 
tells a thrilling story of the accident. 
“*T was sitting in the observation car with 
Congressman Sloane, when there was a 
frightful jarring, and the next car quiv- 
ered as though some terrible force had 
struck it,” he said. ‘The cars ahead 
went over. As soon as I saw what had 
been done I started to work.” 

Other sengers say that Mr. Mondell, 
who had been in charge of railroad con- 
struction work in his younger days, or- 
ganized a relief corps and helped to get 
out injured passengers. 

BE. C. Tearsall of New York said the car 
in which he was riding went down the 
embankment. “It turned over twice in 
less time than I can tell about it; but the 
steel structure held, and when it struck I 
was able to.crawl out from the wreckage 
of seats, and fixtures and get out of a 
window,” he said.

Seven 
railroad policemen were hurried from here 
late to-day to assist in arding the 
wreck, as many valuable pieces of bag- 
gage owned by passengers who had es- 
caped could not be found. 


INJURED ARRIVE HERE. 


All But One of Returning Wreck 
Passengers Praise the Steel Cars. 


Attributing their escape to. the steel 
cars of the train, twenty passengers from 
the wreck at Warrior’s Ridge, Penn., 
eight of whom were injured, stepped into 
the embraces of friends and relatives in 
the Pennsylvania Station here last night 
at 9 o'clock. They had been brought here 
on a special train which was made up in 
Altoona within a few minutes after the 
wreck. All could walk. Two had cuts 
across their faces, and several women 
showed plainly that they had suffered 
severely from shock. All but one of the 
passengers praised the steel cars. 

The objector was Walter Schaylock of 
Winnipeg, Canada., He was limping 
slightly upon his right foot; which he said 

as bruised. ,‘‘ Rotten ties!’ he _ called 

ut.as he Seught sight of the Station 
aster, who had brought relatives of the 
injured to the train floor, 

“Rotten ties,” he shouted again as the 
station master drew nearer, then he 
walked rapidly away, scorning an easy 
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chair and a suggestion that he ride to 
the main floor in an elevator. To all 
inquirers he refused information except 
that. he- repeated several times the phrase 
* rotten. ties.” 

None of the incoming passengers had 
any clear idea of the wreck. 

“I felt the airbrakes go bang,’ said 
Kenneth Lydecker, an engineer who in- 
structed a taxicab driver to take him to 
li Bast Highty-first Street. ‘‘I yelled to 
the porter to pull the emergency brake. 
He didn’t obey, and I reached for it. I 
didn’t get it, but I did see. my elbow go 
jamming through a ventilating window 
near the roof. We were then on our’side. 
I was shouting at the porter for not 
pulling his. brake when saw him go 
shooting through a+ window. I braced 
myself in an aisle. It seemed to me we 
were turning over and over. I thought 
we turned over maybe four times. I saw 
& woman get a slash across the face from 
& windowpane, and then I noticed an open 
window just above me. I crawled out, 
and found our poor porter-all tangled up 
under the wreck. I pulled him out. 

Eric Eckersdorff of 1 Washington Place 
Was on hand to look for Clara Webb and 
Clara Jergensen of Decatur and Spring- 
field, Ill., respectively. When he found 
they were not on the train he fainted. 
He was taken to the Station Master's of- 
fice, where a long distance telephone call 
put him in touch with the young women. 
They were in the Huntington Hospital; 
and over the telephone sent word that 
they were only bruised a little and would 
be in on a later train. ; 

“It was just like Dante's inferno,” de- 
clared Milton Epstein of Fort orth, 
Texas, in describing the wreck. ‘ Every- 

dy around me seemed to have cut faces. 
I had never seen so many bleeding people 
before. I saw one woman, a negress, 
lying dead beside the overturned dining 
car. She had been thrown through a 
window.” , 

“In the third car of those that over- 
turned,” said E Rogers, a Chicago 
theatrical manager, “‘we had a porter 
that was a brick. As we tilted over to 
one side he grabbed an end door and 
forced it open. ‘Bad thing if the door 
should jam,’ he said to us. 

“I went down on the floor and I saw 
@ woman lying near. me, too much hurt 
to get up. After we quit rolling we were 
on our side. There was a row of seats, 
all on edge, leading from me to the door. 
‘This way out,’ called the porter, ‘ste 
lively, please,’ and that started a laugh,

He was married 
in January, 1911, to Miss Sadie Stein- 
house, daughter of Kalmon Steinhouse, 
head of the firm into which he had re- 
cently been taken as a partner. His 
home was at 429 Wendover Avenue, the 
Bronx. Mr. Mass was born in Russia 
twenty-seven years ago, and came to 
this country when five years old. He 
had -been connected with Steimhouse, 
Simenoff & Co. for five years, and was 
also interested in the Waverly Costume 
Company.

Stratford- 
on-Avon Church, which was probably 
made. from a,life mask, not a death 
mask, as many imagined, and the en- 
graving by Martin Droeshout. The 
one was put up by his fellow-towns- 
men and approved by his family, and 
the other was a tribute from profes- 
sional friends .and fellow-workers. This 
was pretty clear evidence that they 
were really like him. 

In spite of this, added the lecturer, 
they have been constantly challenged. 
The chief, reason for this was found in 
the gross inaccuracy of publications 
of Shakespeare’s day which professed 
to reproduce likenesses. The seven- 
teenth century seemed to care nothing 
for accuracy at all, Thus there arose 
doubts whether the monument now ex- 
isting could be the one-which was put 
up just after Shakespeare's death.

ures “at the top of the army.” . Gen,

On all sides 
officers old in experience and skilled in 
command of men and of the machinery of 
organization openly, praised: his ability in 
perfecting his office and. making it a 
powerful adjunct of tLe army. 
Ainsworth’s Rise in Rank. 

It, was a rare development that Ains- 
worth made~of himself—from an army 
* medico’”’ to a Major General. He began 
in the office of the Surgeon General as 
the officer in “charge of the. old pension 
y | and-record.diyision. He introduced mod- 
ern methods of keeping the service réc- 
ords of the regular and volunteer armies

Corbin, after serving as Ad- 
jutant General through the Spanish- 
American war, returned to a command, 
Gen. Ainsworth was made Military Secre- 
tary, with the rank of Brigadier Gener2!}. 
His service was so satisfactory that Cen- 
gress, when he became Adjutant General, 
again advanced Gen. Ainsworth to the 
rank of Major General. 

In-his office Gen. Ainsworth has a man- 
ner all his own. He has boasted that his 
office has never “leaked” and. never 
would leak, and nobody will dispute it. 
‘His discipline ts severe and’ absolute, but 
effective. His department responds +o his 
slightest touch like a machine. Army 
men who hate Gen. Ainsworth ‘concede 
the perfection of his department. The 
secret is that Gen. Ainsworth is himself 
always ‘“‘on the job.””

This statement with reference to Col. 
Black's surveys which have emphasized 
the necessity for greater port facilities 
has been made by Alexander R. Smith, a 
Member of the New York Commerce 
Commission appointed by Gov. Black in 
1898, and more recently Secretary of the 
Barge Canal’ Terminal Commission:

Mr. Carnegie is assailed for influencing 
opinion in this country in favor of Eng- 
land through his peace find, his pensions 
to college professors, and his libraries.

TRYING TO GET BACK $37,000. 


Justice Davis Dismisses Demurrer In 
Sult Over Space Under Sidewalk. 


Supreme Court Justite Davis has hand- 
ed down a decision dismissing the de- 
murrer of John L. Murray to the $37,000 
suit brought against him by George Hoff- 
man: Hoffman bought the business and 
good will of Murray in the rathskellar on 
the northwest corner of Broadway and 
Thirty-fourth Street. At the time of the 
salé the rathskellar extended ‘far out 
under the. sidewalk.. Recently the city 
widened the ¢rosstown street and cut! off 
several feet of the rathskellar. Hoffman 
then’ sued to get back $87,000 of the pur- 
chase price. 

In his demurrer Murray stated that he. 
had sold Hoffman ‘only a revoéable li- 
cense in the premises under the sidewalk, 


and that Hoffman knew perfectly well 
that he was not getting a sure thing so 
far as the space papenth the sidewalk 
was concerned. Justice Davis’s decision 
mentioned a .similar- case tried. in the 
Federal Courts and decided differently. It 
was on this case that Murray based. his 
demurrer, 

In his opinion Justice Davis called at- 
tention to. the..fact that. the Federal 
Judges ‘had held merely. that in the ab- 
pence of a Néw York State ruling they 
were obliged to. decide. the case before 
them according to the pence of Fed- 
eral law. Justice Davis held that these 
principles conld not apply to a Case 
brought, in the first Instance, in ene New 
York courts.

This is supplementary .to.the report of 
his committee of last June. The original 
tri-borough plan provided for the exten- 
Fourth Avenue. (Brooklyn) 
Subway, now in course of construction, 
from its present terminus at Forty-third 
Street to Fort Hamilton, with an exten- 
sion branching out under Thirty-ninth 
Street as a subway continuing under New 
Utrecht Avenus and est End Avenue, 
and as an’ elevated road along Stillwell 
and other avenues to Gener Island. 

The committee has decided to modify 
this somewhat, and yesterday made the 
proposal that these two lines should be 
constructed: 

1. An extension of the present Fourth 
Avenue Subway from Forty-third Street 
as a four-track subway to & point to be 
determined later, where a connection can 
be made with an extension to Staten Isl- 
and. From this Ror the Fourth Ave- 
nue line would still run as a subway to 
BHighty-sixth Street, but would have only 
two tracks, though it would be so placed 
in the street that an additional two 
tracks could be added at any time that 
seemed necessary. 

2. An extension of the Fourth Avenue 
Subway through Thirty-ninth Street as 
a three-track ‘subway-~ to New Utrecht 
Avenue. Thence the:line would ‘be ele- 
vated and would run through, still with 
three tracks, to Coney Island. 

City to Do the Building. 

This plan does not take in the removal 
from the street surface of the Sea Beach 
and Culver lines to Coney Island, which 
were included in the offer made by the 
B. R, T. to the city 6n March 2 last. On 
April 25 the company modified its pro- 
poe and suggested that either all the 
outh Brooklyn extensions should be re- 
garded as extensions of existing lines and 
be constructed under. the terms of the 
Rapid Transit act, with @ franchise re- 
vokable at the end of ten years, or that 
the extensions of the Fourth Avenue Sub- 
way, aS proposed by the Triborough plan, 
be constructed by the city and equipped 
and operated by the company.

Company,” says The Electrical 
World article, ‘‘ tests were made by Major 
Squier on Sunday, Feb. 11, on a Nne ex- 
tending from the Signal Corps laboratory 
at the Bureau of Standards in Washing- 
ton to 258 Broadway, New York City, the 
general offices of the Pogtal Company. 
Both a nietallic circu &nd a grounded 
circuit ‘were used, thé-line being.a mixed 
commercial line consisting of No. 9 B, & 
8. copper wire on poles, subterranean 
eable line in’ Baltimore, and subterranean 
and submarine cable lines through Phil- 
adelphia and entering New York. The 
total resistance of metallic circult. was 
8,200 ohms. No change whatever was 
made in this circuit as used in regular 
commercial telegraph service.” 

Major Squier’s invention consists of 
guiding wireless telegraphy or wireless 
telephony by a wire, the vibrations. of 
ether around the wire, rather than. the 
wire itself, being the vehicle that carries 


the conversation. Ten or more conver- 
sations, it is said, can thus be carried on 
without interference along a single wire 
by “‘tuning’’ each conversation to a cer- 
tain number of vibrations. It was found 
essential, however, to use frequencies of 
less than 100,000 vibrations a second in 
order ‘to achieve this in the earlier tests 
Major Squier made over shorter. dis- 
tances.

His Plea for Delay Fails in Bingham’s 
Sult for $100,000 Damages.

THE CHURCH STREET ROBBERY. 

Every burglary or crime of violence 
which otcurs in New York should not 
be attributed off-hand to the ineffi- 
ciency of the police. There is a great 
deal of very difficult police work to 
do, every hour of the day and night, 
in this huge city, and crime of all sorts 
is as common in other places as in 
New York. There was a time, how- 
ever, when a ‘dead line” existed 
in Manhattan, and the most tour- 
ageous thieves did not attempt. to 
follow their calling south of it. 
For many years the financial district 
was amply, protected from burglars 
and highwaymen, if not from embez- 
zlers, counterfeiters, and. forgers. 
Lately the obliteration of the “dead 
line” of WALLING and Brrnws has 
shown that the-police in their efforts 
to prevent crime and capture. crimi- 
nals to the best of their ability, in a 
city which has nearly 5,000,000 peo- 
ple, have been unable to give special 
protection to any oné section of. it, 
even ta that in which there are larger 
sums_in money and negotiable securi- 
ties than in any other district of: its 
size in the world. -.

The point 
is that these enticements to extrava~ 
gancé have to be paia for, and that 
buyers who are cafeless regarding 
weights and pfices are not entitled to 
sympathy for their ‘self-induigence. 
Their complaint is that they do not get 
the better goods, or the dccommodation 
in service, at the old prices. Why 
should they expect to? They do not 
have to pay the dear prices unléss they 
want to, and they-are not reasonable in 
expecting storekeepers or legislators to 
furnish them something. for nothing. 
It is the housékeepers who buy over 
the telephone, or who let their servants 
order.at the basement door, who com- 
plain loudest, and because they suffer 
worst; as they, deserve. Thrift will 
solve the cost question. When meat 
eaters began eating something else the 
grasping Beef Trust was humbled in its 
pride more certainly and moré surely 
than it is suffering now at the hands of 
the Attorney General. The woman

THE HANDICAPPED SCHOOLS. 

Small wonder that City Superintend- 
ent MAxwELL, in his far fromm perfunc- 
tory thirteenth annual réport, calls for 
“a period of repose” from the disturb- 
ances that have agitated the manage- 
ment of .790,000 school children. It 
would seem that their interests, and 
progress along the lines of their devel- 
opment, have been submerged and re- 


,{tarded by the questions that have been 


agitating the minds pf their teachers. 

Dr. MAXWELL enumerates the chief 
disturbances. During most of the year, 
and until now, the solicitude of the 
teachers for increases in their salaries 
has disturbed and distracted. their 
minds’ from teaching, They have goi 
their “equal pay,’’ but the pupils have 
not, by any means, got instruction equal 
in kind or degree to that of average 
years. Then there was the attempt by 
powerful political interests to debauch 
the school. system by ‘an amendmient of 
the City Charter which would place it 
at the mercy of Tammany Hall. Mean- 
while, the management of the schools 
was being turned inside out by a com- 
mittee of investigating experts; however 
necessary their work, the’ time’ taken 
from administering the schools in thé 
preparation of voluminous reports and 
statistics wrought disturbance. In ad- 
dition, several exhibitions of school 
work. further distracted the minds of 
the teachers. 

As Supt. MAxweEL. points out, the 
schools are suffering from various and 
disturbing invasions: Repose is as nec- 
essary as anything else—it is impera- 
tively demanded, ;

and saves many lives,” and proved that 
the process does not impair the taste, di- 
gestibility, or nutritive qualities. 6f the

It does. not protect the babies from 
reckless misrépresentatién for me to 
point out that in feeding 25,000 babies 
with pasteurized milk through my infant 
milk depots in New York City alone, never 
has one case of scurvy or rickets devel- 
oped. Nor does it still the voice of mis- 
chief to cite the experience of Dr. Variot, 
in- Paris, who fed 13,000° babies on ster- 
ilized milk without causing these diseases. 

Several years ago, when a famous phy- 
sician who opposes antitoxin and vaccli- 
nation raised this cry of scurvy and rick- 
ets, I publicly challenged-him to produce 
one case’ caused by pasteurized milk, and 
he subsided. j 

But the mischief of this warfare oh the 
babies goes on, and many. lives are sacri- 
ficed. If it could be known how many 
babies perish through their parents being 
misled by such statements: made through 
recklessness or ignorance, editors would 
close their columns to such outbursts as 
they generally do to the tirades of fa- 
natics' who oppose vaccination. 

In order to bring this issue to-an end, 
I offer through you $1,000 for any case of. 
seurvy or rickets or anaemia caused by 
feeding a baby with properly pasteurized 
milk. 

If any such case is alleged in answer to 
this challenge, I will leave the determina- 
tion of the facts to Dr. Rupert Blue, 
Surgeon General;. Dr. M. J. Rosenau, Pro- 
fessor of tiygiene and Preventive Medi- 
eine at Harvard, and Dr. John F. Ander- 
son, Director of the Hygienic Laboratory 
at Washington, or any jury that they 
may ehoose.

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Hears Educators Tell What's | 
.to ‘be Done for Business. 


MAXWELL DRAWS A LINE 
Thinks Pupila Have Enough to Learn 
Now In Elementary Schools—New 
York University Hae a Plan. 


~ 


One ofthe largest audiences that has 
ever. crowded into the Chanraber of Com- 
merce attended the special meeting yes- 
terday for the improvement of opportuni- 
ties for commercial education in this gity. 
Mayor Gaynor was kept away by a cold. 
President A. Barton Hepburn; in intro- 
ducing F. V. Thompson, Assistant Super 
intendent of the Boston schools, explained 
the Chamber's interest in commercial edu. 
cation, which it has appointed a special 
committee to carry on. 

“ We found,” he said, ‘“‘ that New York 
is behind other cities of the old world, 
even not so far advanced, perhaps, as 
some of the cities of this hemisphere. We 
have invited these educators to come here 
to tell us what to do. We think we know 
some things that ought to be done. We 
think that by the institution of a series, 
of examinations which shall result in the 
issuing by this Chamber of certificates 
of proficiency of varying grades, we will 
}produce an instrument which will be of 
commercial value, as well as an appeal 
to the pride and dignity of the. recipient; 
and if we can do that, we will inspire 
the students in the various schools here 
to greater effort and to better work in 
order to qualify themselves to sustain 
such an examination and secure such a 
certificate y 

“When it — 

he 


to’ the examinations, 
we would have 


educational authori- 
ties conduct them, with our assistance 
and co-operation, perhaps. This is a 
moyement to supplement and co-operate 
with the educational authorities.” 

Seven speakers, who were limited to ten 
minutes .each, dealt with specified 
branches of the subject, most of them 
having prepared papers. 

Boston, President Hepburn said; has 
the best commercial educational systern 
in the county. and F. V. Thompson, As- 
sistant Superintendent of Boston Schools, 
was able to speak with some authority, 
and although his subject was “ The Rela- 
tion~of Commercial Schools to Business 
Men and to Chambers of Commerce in 
Foreign Countries,’ he had a good deal 
to say of the system of co-operation. be- 
tween the schodls and business men in 
Paes 

Dr. Elmer B. Brown, Chancellor of New 
York University, had very definite views 
on the place of the university and the 
Teachers Training College in the Cham- 
ber’s plan. He helieved that a departure 
in commercial education is a crying need. 
He said: 
“We have cofne to a new stage in our 
commercial development. It is marked 
3 changes in the governmental relations 
of business by new extensions of our 
foreign trade, y the opening up of Ori- 
ental'markets for our goods, by the near 
approach of those transformations which 
must result from the Panama Canal. It 
is marked by the beginning of a struggle 
between the principle of efficiency and 
the principle of democracy in our indus- 
tries, in which both sides are right and 
both must win. : Our present training for 
business is obviously inadequate to meet 
this need. What the new training for 
business must do is this: It must prepare 
@ large number of men for the lower 
grades of commercial employment, a 
smaller number for directive activity, and 
a still smaller number, but as large a 
aaarer as possible, for creative leader- 
Snip. A 

“It must secure to young men of char- 
acter and ability the opportunity of go- 
ing as high on this rising. scale ‘as they 
are personally fit to go. On both the 
lower and the higher stages it must give 
enough of a broad and general education 
to enable a man to adapt himself to fu- 
ture changes and improvements in his 
branch of employment, together with 
enough of specific and technical train- 
ing to enadie nim to focus his learning 
upon some kind of practical-:and remune- 
rative work. In the future, the young’ 
man lacking in general education in this 
field will soon come to new combinations 
of circumstances which he cannot mas- 
ter, because he does not understand 
things in their wider connections; and the 
hey 3 man, lacking in specific training 
will be outstripped because he has not 
learned to get down promptly to busi- 
ness.’’ 

He mede a number of specific sugges- 
tions of a general plan of extension, and 
said that they are already on the way to- 
ward realization in his own university. 
He said that what this branch of the uni- 
versity now needs is approximately $600,- 
000 for housing and $1,000,000 for endow- 
ment. With these funds it could be car- 
rying out the plans of the Chamber with 
little delay. 

“The school,” he said, “will go for- 
ward as rapidly as it-can in that direc- 
ion, whatever its resources may be. One 
of the forms of. service which your com- 
mittee has emphasized the university is in 
a position to enter upon without delay, 
namely, the training of teachers of com- 
mercial subjects in elementary and sec- 
ondary schools. 

“Our Schools of Commerce and of Ped- 
agogy being housed in the same building, 
8 an undertaking involves but little 
difficulty. With an addition of gre 
to the endowment of the School o a- 
gogy, or even with a guarantee of $9,000 
a year for a term of three years, we 
should be able to put such a course of 
training into effective operation with the 
opening of the new year in September

GOVERNMENT NOT FAVORED. 


Can't Collect from Bankrupt a Judg- 
ment on Forfeited Ball Bony. 


Macgrare Coxe, referee in bankruptcy 
of 50 Church Stréet, has written an elab- 
orate opinion on the rights of the United 
States to prove a claim in bankruptcy on 
a judgment on a forfeited , bail 
against a surety who has become a bank- 
rupt. The referee“disallowed the claim 
of the Government, amounting to $5,818, 
but allowed it to the extent of the costs 
recovered. 
Pasquale Caponigri, a banker, ‘formérly 


at 20 Mulberry Street, who had given 
bail for $5,000 for William BE. Hardt, who 
had been indicted, it was stated, for steal- 
ing funds of an: estate in‘ bankruptcy .of 
which he was trustee. Hardt, it was 
stated, had absconded, and the Govern- 
ment took seagne against Caponigri, 
who. subsequently became a bankrupt on 
June 16, 1908. 

After waiting many months, the Govern- 
ment sought to prove the judgment as 4 
claim ,against Caponigri's estate, and 
when the referee disallowed the claim the 
Government petitioned to the United 
States District Court for a review of the 
order of the referee. i 

Judge Hand has now given a decision 
sustaining Referee Coxe and disallowed 
the claim, except as to costs. Had the 
claim been allowed it would have not 
only absorbed all the assets in the hands 
of the trustee, but ‘would have left’ the 
trustee liable for all the obligations he 
had incurred in the case.

Phillips, formerly manager of 
the Diamond Silk Company for nine 
years, will supervise the general manu- 
facturing business of the Pennsylvania 
Textile. Company. Frederick; Vietor & 
Achelis will act as factors’ for the com- 
pany. The company will add new equip- 
ment to its Monarch Mill for the purpose 
of manufacturing silk lace and veilings, 
and will increase the capacity of the Dia- 
mond Mill to 400,000 pounds annually. It 
is definitely promised that delivery of 
thirty-four-inch ‘‘ Moneybak ”’ taffeta will 
be made to the trade after March 15, at 
$1.10-a yard.

JANUARY IMPORTS LARGE 





Reach Record oth ‘That Month—Ex- 
ports. Below the Best-—Foreign 
Banks Gain Gold. 





Very indifferent results were attained | 
in yesterday’s transactions on the Stock | 
Exchange. Chériges of some importance 
in amount were not lacking, but with the 
exception of Amalgamated Copper, the 
net changes in the more ‘active’ issues 
amounted to small fractions. only: Cana- 
dian Pacific, on buying safd to have orig- 
inated in the foreign ets, rose over. 2 
points, and there were some wide and ir- 
regular .changes in the Tobacco shares 
and in@ few other issues, but all of these 
left: the general movement of the market 
within very yarrow limits. The lack of 
interest taken in thé dealings on the Ex- 
change. made it not surprising that. the 
aggregate of transactions showed a fur- 
ther falling off. 

At a time when we have been estab- 
lishing large credits abroad special inter- 
est attaches. to such a showing as that 
made yesterday in the statement of the 
country’s foreign commerce for the month 
of January. The actual results were more 
favorable than the ‘tendency. which the 
figures disclosed, for while imports rose 
to a record figure for the month, exports 
fell below the previous maximum for Jan- 
ary. This did not prevent a handsome 
excess of exports over imports, but a con- 
tinuance of the growth in the latter and 
of the decline-in the former would of 
course gradually lessen the ¢redit mer- 
chandise balancé upon which we have to 
count to offset. the large unreported debit 
items annually atcruing against us. The 
decline in’ the value of agricultural ex- 
ports played an important part’in lower- 
ing the January exports below the pre- 
vious best record, though it_is debatable, 
of course, whether the exports of cotton 
would have been larger in value had that 
staple been selling at a higher price. So 
far as the increase in imports in January 
are concerned, a clearer view of the sig- 
nificance of this increase can be had when 
the detailed import figures are available 
than can be formed on the basis of these 
preliminary figures. The excess of ex- 
ports, amounting to $59,000,000, though it 
falls considerably short of the credit-bal- 
ance in the corresponding months of many 
previous years, is, nevertheless, sufficient 
to bring the total excess of exports for 
the seven months of the fiscal year up to 
$394,400,000, which has been exceeded dur- 
ing these seven months only in two years, 
namely, 1908 and 1901. There is. no esti- 
mate which can be closely depended upon 
of the actual amount which this country 
has to pay abroad each year on account 
of the various items on which we are 
debtors to Europe, but the current excess 
of exports fs running at a figure above 
the most commonly accepted estimates of 
the. amount which we have thus annually 
to send abroad for the settlement of ‘vari- 
ous accounts. 

A slight decline yesterday carried the 
Paris discount rate under 3 per cent. A 
more normal relationship than lately ex- 
isted between the several European money 
markets has now been established with 
Paris holding the first place in point of 
ease, as reflected by the open market dis- 
count rate, London second, and Berlin 
third places. Our own market is still a 
shade. under Paris if comparison be made 
between the sixty and ninety day time 
money rates here, and the open discount 
rates in Paris.
